SUMMARY OF EVENT: 


ATF Fort Lauderdale/Miami response to active school shooter situation in Parkland, FL. 


NARRATIVE: 


1. On February 14", 2018, agents from the Fort Lauderdale ATF Field Office, as well as agents from various ATF 
Miami Field Division groups, responded to Marjory Stoneman Douglas (MSD) High School located at 5901 
Pine Island Road in Parkland, FL, after receiving reports of an active shooter on campus. Upon arrival, Fort 
Lauderdale Field Office Resident Agent in Charge (RAC coordinated with Broward Sheriff's 
Office (BSO) officials to ascertain the situation and to offer assistance. RAC] was advised that an 
individual armed with a semi-automatic rifle entered the freshman building, which is a three story structure 
located on the north side of the campus, and opened fire in the hallways and into several classrooms. BSO 
officials indicated that they believed the suspect had since fled the location. 


2. It was determined that the suspect, identified as Nikolas Jacob CRUZ, W/M, DOB | 
taxi to bring him to MSD High School at approximately 1415hrs. CRUZ entered the freshman building shortly 
thereafter and removed an AR-15 from his bag. He threw a smoke bomb in the hallway of the first floor and 
activating the fire alarm. CRUZ waited for students to exit their classrooms, and then opened fire. The students 
retreated back into the classrooms in order to find secure locations. CRUZ broke windows and fired into 
classrooms on the first floor before taking the stairs up to the third level. He continued firing down the hallway 
and into classrooms throughout the building. CRUZ discarded the firearm and gas mask before fleeing the 
scene concealed amongst evacuating students. The information received indicated that CRUZ ran 
approximately one mile south into the city of Coral Springs. CRUZ went to a local Subway restaurant, where h 
bought a drink. He then walked a short distance to a McDonalds restaurant where he stayed for approximately 
40 minutes. CRUZ then exited the McDonalds and travelled by foot to a nearby neighborhood where, at 
approximately 1540hrs, he was apprehended by law enforcement without incident. 


3. BSO Crime Scene Technicians as well as Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) Evidence Recovery Team 
(ERT) personnel processed the site of the shooting. Recovered on scene was a Smith and Wesson (S&W) made 
M&P 15, 5.56 NATO caliber rifle, Sꝰ as well as multiple magazines and hundreds of rounds of 
ammunition. It was determined that 17 individuals, to include students and MSD staff members, were killed on
